have ceased to exist 
many years 


ago. 


The game fish of many small 


streams are also 
dependent upon 


constant restocking, and especially 
is this true of the brook trout. Re- 
cently rainbow 
trout from 
Cali- 


fornia have 
been introduced into 


some of 
the 
Allegheny streams 


where the native trout had been ex- 
erminated, and they are now rap- 


quired 637,716 
miles of railroad 


travel. 


In addition to propagating a large 


number 
of species of food 
and 


game fish, the bureau several years 
ago took up experimental work with 
the famous diamond-back terrapin, 
which was a 
widely used delicacy 


several years ago but is now very 
scarce.
